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The Issues Settled by the Cam-
paign.

After the election, Governor Tillman
asserted according to the Register, that
the people had endorsed the issues ais-
cussed during the campaigy. They are
the enactmment of a new railroad law
that will admit of no appeal from the
commission; a radical change in county
government; a change of the pub ic
gchool system including the $3 00 poll

qualified snffrage implied. The people
by & very large majority have endorsed
these weasures and the legislators will
not be true to their constituency if they
do not carry them out. The minority
must submit gracefully. ltis no use
to raise any opposition, for although
they may have forcible arguments, they
will not receive any hearing The bet-
ter plan is to raise no factious objee-
vion to any of the administration
schemes. They were unmistakably the
issues in the State campaign. In this
county the issues were about as follows:
The poor people against banks, rail
roads, factories and town iufluence
They seemed to think that much of
their trouble was caused by the infla-
ence of these corporations. The fight
was made on those lines and settled so
far as a decided majority of vofes ean
settle a question. Benceforth we may
look for the control of all these corpo-
rations by legislation. These issues
being settled by the people there 18 no
use for the minority to raise any objec-
tions to these measures. The better
plan will be to f:ll in with them when
it does not militate against conscience
and principle and assist the mwa jority
in earrying out their reforms. That is
sound Democratic doetrine.

The Conservatives were clearly de
feated in the State primary. There
shoulé@ be no kicking, or bolting. Tili-
man and Tillmanism should be accep-
ted without anv opposition- He has
the Legislature,. They will carry out
his measures. Let all the promised re-
forms come. If they give us more
money, better prices, lower taxes and
greater prosperity, the Comservatives
will come in for a full share of the bene-
fits. If some of the measures are not
good, the Tillmanites will have to take
their share of the bad results. We are
all in the same boat, with Tillman &8s
Captain, engineer, helmsman and gen-
eral manager. Let us stick to the Loat
and sail along with the crowd.

Hubbard, Price & Co., received 3,301
estimates of the cotton crop up to Oet.
15, 1892. Tbey ranged from 5,555.555 to
9,999,900, Very few of the estimates
went to the nine million mark. The
average of the estimates wae 7,773,510
These were made out hy cotton men
and mercantile firms in the main. It
shows how little people know about a
cotton crop after it is made. Two
prizes, one of £1000 and one of §500 will
be given to the two persons whose fig-
ures are closest to the actual crop as
made up by the New York Financial
Chronicle. Their report will be made
up this week.

Mowing machines are getting to be

abont as rous as the gotton gin.
While the goes for ds u&L
arms, the r is built for a-vigorofis

attack on ahe legs. While Rrother
Bernarg, of the Monastery in Gaston
County N.C., was running a mower
last Thursday he was throwa from the
machine and fell in front of the knives.
He received a severe cut on one leg.
The same day, near Golightly in this
eounty, Perry Smith, eolored, received
a bad cut on the leg from a-mower.

South Carolina State bonds dropped
from 96 to 92} immediately after the
primary. That was a shrinkage of
$210,000 on six millions. But the Btate
ecan stand all that. These are 6 per
cent bonds. Next year they have to be
refuuded at 4 percent. Tillman claims
that 2ecan refund the whole amount
at par without paying brokers and
bankers a single cent. We hope the
Governor is correct and that he wili
float the bonds at par.

When you come to think about it,
the Conservatives can get considarable
eomfort out of the fact that the Ocalaite
of this State will have to vote for
Cleveland and the National Democratic
platform. While the Antis are gulping
down Tillman in November, the Till-
manites will have to swallow Grover
Cleveland, if it kills them. It willdoa
poor Conservative some good to wateh
them cake their medicine.

The Legislature, if they regard the
voice of the majority of those who voted
on the prohibition question, will have
to pass a sweeping prohibition law.
Let there be no drug store barrooms,
pno domestic wine factories, no saloons
on wheels. A half-way prohibition law
will be worse than cpen saloons under
the restriction of law.

Complete returns have been received
from all the counties except two. They
can be approximated. The vote for
prohibition is about 85,032, against it
26.352. Majority for it 9,5%0. The vote
for Sheppard and Tillmen is about 87.-
563, Tillman's majority is about 22,000
It will require the official count to give
the exact figures.

The preliminary examination of Liz-
zie Borden, charged with the murder
of her father and step-mother at Fall
River, was finished last Thursday.
Judge Blaisdell at the conglusion of ar-
gument said: “I find that she is prob-
ably guilty.” She was remanded to
jail to await trial at the November
term.

George William Cartis. one of the
most distinguished newspaper men of
this country died last Thursday. He
has been the editor of Harper's Weekly
for years. He was what might be cal-
ed a self-made man, for his school ed-
ucation was quite limited. He was in
his 69th year.

Complaint comes from some of the
counties that there was considerable
stufing at the prohibition boxes. It
was said to be done by both sides.
With all that the vote did not equal
the vote in the political boxes.

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The Outlook for Farmers.

—

As the farmers, prosper so prosper all
other industrial enterprises. Aban-
doned, half-tilled farme, ewpty cribs
and barps, dilapidated dwellings, poor-
ly clad and poorly educated ehildren
make a poor country. The doctors,
merchants and all other profes-ions
suffer. That is a plain, palpable fact
anderstood by every one who is not an
idiot. -

What is the outlook for the farmers
of Spartanburg county in this the be-
ginning of the business year! They are
not a8 much in debt as heretofore.
Their fertilizer bills are one-third less
than last year. They have nsed great-
er economy in buying. It will take
less money to square accounts this fall
than it has in years.

The prospect is that the farmers will
sell much more eorn than they will buy
That is there will be ten corn sellers to
two corn buyers in that class this year.
Half of thew, or more, have saved their
seed oats. Manyof them have their
seed wheat and flour enough for hoie
use. Then the outlay for these things
will pot be very heavy. The greatest
drain will be for bacon and flour.

What is the chance for money to
meet obligations and keep the family
and farm going? Surplus corn will
bring 50 to 60 cents in the fall aad per
haps 60 to 70 in the spring. Sorghum
syrup will bring 25 to 30 cents in the
markets and 40 to 50 if retailed on the
tarms. The outlook for cotton is about
six cents on the average. Best grades
may bring seven. A oue-horse farmer
that has 50 bushels of corn, eight bales
of cotton, a barrel of syrup and $20.60
worth peas, potatocs and the like, may
calculate on a gross amount of §225.00.
Out of this gnano and store bills will
have to be paid and if the one-horee
farmer is a renter it will make a big
hole in the $225.00 to pay the rent.

Let each farmer make his own figures
He is near enongh the close of the year
to estimate his crop. He can tell how
much of it will be required to et him
even with the world. Afterall the fig-
uring, he will not find a big sorplus re-
maining.

The lesson taught is about as fol
lows: Sow an abundance of small
grain and stop the buying of seed oats
and flour. Raise sorghum syrup for
home use and a little to sell. Keep a
pig, raise your osn meat and let the
children see the smoke puffing from the
aricks of the smoke house again. Haul
in leaves and make a big pile of com-
post and enrich your lands. Save peas
enough , or else go out and gather on
the shares, and plant every corn rew

in peas next year. Scw all uncultiva-
ted corners and stubble land in peas.
Raise an abundance of everything that
man and beast require to eat. Thus
you will be able to rise superior to low
prices and hard times.

The Third Party Movement.

It has been known for months that
there is a strong sentiment in favor of
the Omahsa platform and the People’s
Party in this State.

the Cotton Plant, and the author of the
famous anti-Cleveland editorial in that
paperJpublished after the nomination
of the standard-bearer of the national
Demoecracy. Mr. Bowden for many
months has been the leader of the move-
ment in the State, but it was hoped
that he would not antagonize the Dem-
ocracy, as untold complications will
arise thereby.

“Yes,” said Mr. Bowden inreply toa
question from a reporter yesterday af-
ternoon, ‘“‘we have gone actively to
work, and by the first of October a
Weaver and Field electoral ticket will
pe daly in the field—probably before.”

“How will they be nominated?” he
was asked.

“] have received several letters advis-
ing the convention system, but do not
favor it as it entails too much expense.
But they will certainly be in the field
by that time: you can be assured of
that faet.”

“Will you run a Btate ticket?”

“No; we will take no hand whatever
in the State and Congreggona! conteste,
and individually we will favor the elec-
tion of Governor Tillman and the Re-
form"Congressional candidates, and will
vote for them., We are consistent in
tuis, too. Governor Tillman stands on
our platform in State affairs, as does
the Reform Congressmen, and we are
perfectly consisient in voting for them,
We propose .supporting men on the
national ticket who likewise sapport
our principles—that is all there is in it.”

“In the race you certainly do not ex-
pect your ticket to be snccessfnl?’,

‘That is not the question. We are
fighting for prineiples. Nevertheless,
the third party is much stronger than
many imagine, and it will snrprisa the
;foiltieianu, judgiog from the temper of
the resolutions of the March convention
Even third party men do not realize
its foll strength. I believe there are
30,000 third party supporters in the
Btate to-day. We are going to work
organizing at once, and you will see
that the country people will flock to
6ur support when the battle ery is
raised.”

“What kind of campaign will you in-
augurate?”

“This is not decided. Weaver is com-
ing to South Carolina soon and will
stump the State in onr interest. When
he will come and where he will speak
we do not know yet. We do not expect
Watson nver, but feel assured that he
conld do some excellent work. The
general plan of our cawpaign is unde-
cided.”

What stand the Cotton Plaut will
occupv is a matter of much interest.
Bowden, an announced third partyite,
canndt write Democratic editorials, and
Rtokes, a staunch Democrat, cannot
endorse the utterances of his subordi-
pate. From the present outlook some-
body will estep down and out. Which
will it be? An interesting fact connec-
ted with the case is that the Cotton
Plant is the only Alliance official organ
in the United Btates that is supporting
Cleveland.

Mr. Bow:len seemed very much in
earnest as to his utterances and was
very carcful in his statements. Itis a
well known fact that he has lately or-
gamzed t'ird party clubs io various
places, and there are several in full
bloom throughout the State. There
are politicians in different sections who
have been waiting for the call to join
the movement, and this announcement
that a ticket for electors will be put in
the field seems the battle ery.

In further conversation he said that
the third party agitation was started
for thesake of unity in the ranks, and
not primarily with a hope of success.

He says that he expeete nothing but
warfare from the present Reform lead-
ers and believes that Governor Tillman
will lead the fight upon them They
look for help from nobody who took a
prominent part in nominating candi-

dates in the late primaries.
